To Austin for Rebinding

Mr. John Raison of the state texc 


J book bindery at Austin completed his 
j survey of the text hooks iii AA'ise coun- | 
; ty schools last week and has shipped j 
: to Austin for rebinding a,873 worn-out i 
texts- 
A total of 58 sacks of books I 
were 
collected 
from 
the 
common 
school districts alone. These 58 sacks 
weighed 3,100 pounds. 
Besides the 
3873 books found worn out iii the com­ 
mon schools, Mr. Raison collected be­ 
tween 600 and 700 old books and 
Bridgeport which he shipped to Aus­ 
tin. 
Ile also inspected the books at 
Alvord and Slidell where he found 
many more liooks out of condition. 
Of the 63 schools visited by Mr 
Raison, he found trustees w aiting to 
meet him at 4.9 of them. 
Only 14 
schools visited failed to have someone 
ready lo assist in tile work. 
Of the 
63 common schools visited, 35 had 
their buildings locked and protected 
from depredations, while 28 of the 
buildings were not locked and were 
unprotected. 
Iii the m atter of keeping 
the books under lock, a better percent 
age was found. 
Of the 63 book cases 
In use, 43 were locked and only 20 
were open. 
Most of the open book 
cases and buildings were found in the 
smaller schools where the school in­ 
terest is lacking. 
Practically all of 
the larger schools had their buildings 
and books under lock and key and well 
protected.
